of New York, to wit : 

Commencing on Railroad Avenue, in the said 
Village of Mount Vernon near the Harlem 
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Rail Koad Depot, at West Mount Vernon, 
running thence in a northeasterly direction to 
Mount Vernon Avenue ; thence through Mount Ver- 
non Avenue southeasterly to the Old White Plains 
Road ; thence southwesterly along the Old White

of the railroad route of said Company when the 
railroad of said Company for the construction of 
which permission is hereby granted, shall be made,

Whereas, on the 11th day of February, 1898, an 
application in writing was made to the President 
and Board of Trustees of the Village of Pelham, 
New York, by the Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company, a corporation duly organized and incor- 
porated nnder the Laws of the State of New York, 
for consent and permission to the construction, 
maintenance and operation of extensions or 
branches of its street surface railroad through, 
along and upon the surface of the certain streets, 
avenues and highways in said village designated in 
said application of said Company, as the route or 
routes of the extensions or branches of said rail- 
road ; and 

Whereas, the said Board of Trustees caused 
public notice of such application, and of the time 
and place when the same would be first considered, 
to be given by publication for at least fourteen 
days in three newspapers published in the Village 
of Pelham and the City of Mount Vernon, namely, 
the Pelham Press, Pelham Record and the Mount 
Vernon Argus ; and 

Whereas, after public notice given as aforesaid, 
and a public hearing in pursuance thereof duly 
had whereat all persons so desiring were given an 
opportunity to be heard, t^nd were heard, such ap- 
plication has been duly considered by the said 
Board of Trustees.

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thousand feet, upon the same terms and conditions 
as to compensation provided for in cases of less 
than one thousand by the railway law. 

Second. — That the Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company, and its lessees and successors, shall not 
charge any passenger more than five cents for one 
continuous ride from any point on its road, or on any 
road, line or branch thereof, within the Village of 
Pelham, the Town of Pelham, the City of Mount 
Vernon, the Village of Pelham Manor or the Village 
or Town of New Rochelle, and not more than one 
fare of five cents shall be charged for passage over 
the main line of road, and any branch or extension 
thereof, or from the main line or branch of any 
road owned and operated by it within said villages, 
towns or city. 

Third.— "YhBX the said Westchester Electric Rail- 
road Comx)any, and its lessees and successors, shall, 
at all times, keep the streets between its tracks, the 
rails of its tracks, and two feet in width outside of 
its tracks clean and free and clear from dirt and 
snow, to be removed by said railroad company, 
under the supervision of, and within such period of 
time as may be required by the authorities of said 
village whenever required by them to do so, and in 
such manner as they may prescribe, and if not so 
removed the same may be taken away by the said 
local authorities, the expense involved shall be 
charged to said railroad, its lessees and successors, 
and shall be payable on demand and, if unpaid, 
shall be collected by the village in the manner in 
which moneys due the village are collected under 
the law.

Company, at Pelham Manor within six months 
from the date of granting this franchise. 

Eighth. — That there shall be used in the con- 
struction of said railroad not less than seventy- 
pound girder rails, said rails to be laid flush with 
the surface of the street and to a grade to be given 
by the authorized engineer of the village of Pelham.

Twentieth.^lt is understood that, as far as prac- 
ticable, the Company shall employ in the construc- 
tion and operation of its lines Mew Rochelle citizen 
labor. 

Twenty-first. —It is further provided that, in case 
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the work of construction hereby authorized is pre- 
vented by injunction or other judicial order, that 
the time during which said prevention shall con- 
tinue, shall be allowed said Westchester Electric 
Railroad Company, in calculating or estimating 
the time for tbe building of the road herein pro- 
vided. 

TkDentp'Second.—lt is expressly understood and 
agreed that all of the conditions of this consent run 
with and bind this franchise into whatsoever hands 
the same may come by succession, lease, merger, 
foreclosure or any process of law or equity.

—That the said Westchester Electric Rail- 
road Company and its lessees and successors shall, at 
all times, keep the street between its tracks, and two 
feet in width outside of its tracks, clean and free 
and clear from dirt and snow, to be removed by 
said railroad company, under the supervision 
of and within such period of time as may be re- 
quired by the authorities of said village, whenever 
required by them to do so, and in such manner as 
they may prescribe ; and if not so removed, the

Whenever filling may be necessary 
to establish the grade, the expense of said filling, 
as well as the expense of the Engineer in giving 
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the grade and inspecting the work, is to be borne 
by the ra,ilro.ad company. In all streets and roads 
the railroad company, when putting down their 
tracks, are, in macadamized portions of the road, 
to macadamize the road to its full width at the 
established grade, and in other portions of the 
roads are to widen the sam^ to its full width at the 
established grade at their own expense, so that the 
entire width of the streets and avenues shall be left 
in a condition, for their full width, satisfactory to 
the Trustees, who shall have the right to employ 
an Engineer to superintend this work and all work 
of the Company within the Village, ihe expense of 
said Engineer to be borne by the railroad company. 
That the Engineer shall be so paid by the railroad 
company for only the time during which he shall 
be actually engaged in the work authorized, and at 
the same rate of compensation per diem as that 
paid him by the Village for his services as 
Engineer. 

The work of widening and macadamizing the 
Boston Turnpike from Pelhamdale Avenue to the 
New Rochelle line shall be begun not later than 
April 1, 1899, and shall be completely finished not 
later than June 1, 1899. 

In the event of a failure of the Company to do 
the work in a manner satisfactory to the Trustees 
of said Village, the Trustees can cause the same to 
be done at the expense of the Company, and the 
amount thereof, as certified by the Engineer in 
charge, shall be payable on demand to the Village 
by said Company ; and in default of payment, may 
be collected from the person giving the bond here- 
in after provided for ; and no car shall be allowed 
to run under this franchise until these provisions 
are fully complied with and said money paid to 
the Village. 

That no poles, tracks, turntables, switches or 
turnouts shall be located, except upon the approval 
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of said Trustees first obtained. Said Company shall 
indemnify and hold said Village harmless from any 
claim, demand or liability by reason of any default 
or negligence of said Company in the constrnction 
or oi)eration of said road. 

If future village improvements shall require the 
changing of the grade or bed of the track, or the 
re-grading of any street or avenue through which 
the same may pass, the Company shall make all 
necessary changes of the tracks for such purpose 
without cost to said Village, and as a part of the 
consideration of this franchise. 

Ninth. — That the poles shall be of iron or steel 
throughout the entire length of the road in said 
Village, and be similar in design to those erected 
by said Company in the City of Mount Vernon and 
by the Union Company in New York City, and said 
poles shall be jjainted and kept painted in condition 
as may be required by Trustees. 

TentJi. — That no greater fare than five cf^nts shall 
be charged for carrying a passenger from any part 
of the Village of Pelham Manor, to which the lines 
of the said railroad may extend to the terminus of 
the line of the Union Railway Company at 129th 
Street and Third Avenue, or to any of the termini 
of said Union Railway Company within the corpo- 
rate limits of the City of New York, or vice versa. 

Eleventh. —That the cars of said railroad company 
shall be run at a speed of not more than eight miles 
an hour, within tlie corporate limits of the Village 
of Pelham Manor.

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ThiTtee7Uh.—Th3.t the said Westchester Electrio 
Railroad Company shall operate its cars on its main 
line on a headway of twenty minutes or less between 
the honrs of six a. Af. and twelve midnight, and * 
within the Village of Pelham Manor and the town 
of Pelham, so that its cars to and from Pelham 
Manor Depot to Pelham Depot shall make contin- 
uous trips without change of cars and shall meet 
every train on the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad in either direction, stopping at 
Pelham, before one o'clock at night, and in such 
a way that passengers shall be landed at the steps 
leading to the tracks of the west bound trains, 
so that no passenger desiring to take a train 
in either direction shall be compelled to wait at said 
Depot for more than ten minutes, or if arriving on 
a train from either direction, shall be compelled to 
wait more than the same time for a car to Pelham 
Manor. 

Fourteenth.— TnTnonts to be of the Diamond 
Switch pattern, and to be subject to the approval 
of the Board of Trustees. 

Fifteenth, — That after the said Railroad Com- 
pany under this franchise shall have been in 
operation ten years, one ( 1 ) per cent, of the gross 
receipts of said Railroad Company, ita lessees or 
successors, within the Village of Pelham Manor 
shall be paid annually to the Treasurer of 
the Village of Pelham Manor in each year until 
said railroad company shall have been in operation 
under this franchise for fifteen years, when the per- 
centage of gross receipts to be paid as above shall 
be two (2) per cent, each year until said railroad

year, make a verified report to the Village Treas- 
urer of the gross amount of its receipts for the year 
ending Septeml)er 3()th next preceding ; and the 
books of such corporation, its lessees or successors, 
shall be open to insi)e(*tion and examination by 
such Village Treasurer or his duly appointed agent, 
for the purpose of ascertaining the correctness of 
its report as to its gross receipts. Proper books of 
account and vouchers shall be kept to show the 
truth and correctness of such receipts. 

Sixteevth. — Tliat the said Railroad Company 
f shall furnish a bond of an approved surety com- 

pany of New York City, to be satisfactory to and 
approved by the Boani of Trustees of the Village, 
in the penal sum of Twenty-five Thousand Dollars, 
($25,(K)()) conditioned that said railroad company 
will faithfully perform the conditions and require- 
ments of this franchise and consent ; comply with 
the provisions of Article IV of the Railroad Law 
pertinent thereto ; and construct, complete and 
operate its railroad upcm the route or routes hereby 
fixed for its construction within the time designated 
by this consent for the construction and completion 
of its railroad. 

Seoef dee nth.— The Board of Trustees of said Vil- 
lage may make any other reasonable regulations 
and ordinances as the interests or convenience of 
the public may require. 
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EigJiteenth. — In case the Village shall be com-

If future city improvements shall require the 
changing of the grade or bed of the tracks or the 
re-grading of any street through which the same 
may pass, the company shall make all necessary 
changes of the tracks for such purposes with cost 
to said city, and as a part of the consideration of 
this franchise, but the railroad company will 
not be chargeable with the expense of said grad- 
ing. 

Fourteenth. — That the poles shall be of iron 
throughout the entire length of the road in said 
city, and similar in design to those erected recently 
by said company in the Village of New Rochelle, 
or shall be such as the Common Council Mnay 
direct. 

Fiftee7ith —That all turnouts in the City of 
Mount Vernon, on the line of its road are to be 
of the Diamond Switch pattern, and subject to the 
approval of the Common Council. 

Sixteenth.— Beginning one year from November 
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1st, 1899, the said Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company, its lessees or successors, shall pay an-

SerenteerUh. — The said Railroad Company shall 
furnish a bond of an approved Surety Company of 
New York City, to be satisfactory to and approved 
by the Common Council of the City of Mount 
Vernon, in the ])enal sum of Twenty-five thousand 
dollars, conditioned that said Railroad Company 
will faithfully perform the conditions and require- 
ments of this franchise and consent, and shall 
comply with the provisions of Article IV of the 
Railroad Ijjiw, pertaining thereto, and shall con- 
struct, complete and operate its railroad upon its 
route and routes hereby fixed for its construction, 
within the time designated by this consent for 
the construction and completion of said railroad. 

Eighteenth. — The Common Council of said City 
may make any other reasonable regulations and 
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ordinances as the interests or convenience of the 
pablio may require. 

Nineteenth. — In case the city shall be compelled 
to expend any money for the benefit of the com- 
pany daring the construction or operation of this 
franchise, for such work which by the terms of 
this franchise, the company is required to do, or in 
case said city shall be compelled to pay any sum 
of money or judgment by reason of any default or 
of any negligence of said company in the construc- 
tion or maintenance of its road, this franchise 
shall cease and determine, unless said company 
shall, within thirty days from the service by the 
said Common Council of a written demand there- 
for, reimburse the city for the amount of money or 
for the judgment so paid for the benefit of said 
company. The failure to comply with any condi-

Tvoentiet/i. — That in case any portion of the said 
railroads is not constructed, operated and main- 
tained by the said company withim the ti me here- 
inbefore specified for each portion of said road, 
then this franchise and all right of said company 
hereunder shall ipso facto lapse, cease and 
be deemed forfeited, anything herein contained to

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Tu>enty-firsL — ^Thesaid Bailioad ComiMUiy further 
expressly agrees, that as to any portion of said 
railroad as to which its rights and privileges under 
this contn^ shall have been waived or abandoned, 
or shall have beoome void or shall be forfeited as 
above provided, the said city npon the failure of 
said Railroad Company to remove the tracks and 
appliances and appurtenances thereof from the 
highway or highways in which the same are laid 
or erected and to restore said highway to its 
original condition, within thirty days after notice 
from said city authorities requiring such removal 
or restoration, may proceed as the agent of said 
railroad Company hereby expressly so appointed 
for the purpose, to make snch removal and restora- 
tion at the expense of said Railroad Comi)any or 
may sell at public auction, after ten days' adver 
tisement, the said tracks, turnouts, switches and 
connections as constructed and laid, accounting to 
said Railroad Company for the surplus of the pro- 
ceeds of such sale, over and above any claim of the 
City and the expense of SDch sale. Any exx>enses 
incurred upon this account shall be a charge 
against any money deposited or any security given 
by said railroad. 

Tn case the railroad shall cease to run its cars as 
above provided for three successive months, unless 
hindered by circumstances over which it has no 
control, such exception, however, not to include 
financial inability or insolvency, then this consent 
and the rights given hereunder shall be void ; and 
the city shall have the right to remove said rail- 
road and restore the highways, or to sell the rail- 
road upon the terms and in the manner hereinbefore 
provided. 

ThDenty-seoond. — The said City of Mount Yemon 
hereby expressly reserves the right and does not 
waive any right to lay and maintain any sewer. 
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water pipe and gas pipe under said tracks, roadbed, 
turnouts, switches and connections or any or 
either of them, or any part thereof in any of the 
said streets, roads or highways and if crosswalks 
are disturbed they shall be relaid by said railroad 
company across said tracks, roadbed, turnouts, 
switches and connections and shall be properly 
repaved and made of proper grade by the Railroad 
Company, whenever so required and requested by 
said city authorities and to iis satisfaction.

ITiird. — The motive power for the operation on 
said railroad shall be any motive power other than 
animal or steam power. 

FouTth. — That the said railroad company shall 
lay and maintain its or thefir tracks according to 
the established lines of the streets through which 
the proposed railway is to be constructed according 
to the lines now established by the town authori- 
ties, and if the grade or line shall at any time be 
altered or changed, then the said company, its suc- 
cessors or assigns, shall alter or change it43 tracks 
so as to conform to the grade or line as changed, at 
their own exi)ense.

Senenth.^li any sewer pipe or water main or 
branch thereof or any pipe, lire alarm wire or other 
appliance of any person or corporation occupying

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ity, npoDy above or below the surface thereof, shall 
be interfered with in the constr action or oi)eration 
of said railway, any change that may be necessary 
by reason thereof shall be made under the super 
▼ision of the persons or owners in charge thereof 
but at the expense of said railroad company. 

Bighih. — The tracks, switches, turnouts, sidings 
and poles to be erected in the streets shall be placed 
in such locations as said Highway Commissioner 
shall determine, and said poles shall be saw^d 
poles, if of wood. The right, however, is given to 
the said company to use steel poles whenever it de- 
sires so to do. The poles and all constructions to 
be kept in good repair and suitably x>ainted, at the 
expense of the railroad company.

receipts as shall bear the same proportion to its 
whole gross receipts as the length of such extensions 
or branches shall bear to the entire length of 
its line. 

After the expiration of each year, the President 
and Treasurer of said Company shall, on or before 
November first of each year, make a verified report 
to the Comptroller of such city, of the gross 
amount of its receipts for the year ending August 
7th next preceding ; and the books of such corpo- 
ration shall be open to inspection and examination 
by such Comptroller, or his duly apx)ointed agent 
for the purpose of ascertaining the correctness of 
its report as to its gross receipts. 

Seventeenth. — The Common Council of said City 
may make any other reasonable regrlations and 
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ordinances as the interest or conrenience of the 
public may require. 

The said Railroad Company shall furnish a bond 
of an approved Surety Company of New York City, 
to be satisfactory to and approved by the Common 
Council of the City of Mount Vernon, in the penal 
sum of Five thousand ($6,000) Dollars, conditioned 
that said Railroad Company will faithfully per* 
form the condftions and requirements of this fran- 
chise and consent, and shall comply with the pro 
visions of Article IV of the Railroad Law, pertain- 
ing thereto, and shall construct, complete and 
operate its railroad upon its route or routes hereby 
fixed for its construction, within the time desig- 
nated by this consent for the construction and com 
pletion of said Railroads. 

EigJUeenth. —In case the City shall be compelled 
to expend any money for the benefit of the Com- 
I)any, during the construction or operation of this 
franchise for such work, which by the terms of 
this franchise, the Company is required to do, or 
in case said City shall be compelled to pay any 
sum of money or judgment by reason of any de- 
fault, or of any negligence of said Company in the 
construction or maintenance of its road, this fran- 
chise shall cease and determine, unless said Com- 
pany shall within thirty days from the service by 
the said Common Council of a written demand 
therefor, reimburse the city for the amount of 
money, or of the judgment so paid for the benefit 
of said Company. The failure to comply with any 
condition of this franchise for a period of thirty 
days after notice from the Common Council requir- 
ing said company to comply therewith shall render 
this franchise forfeitable and the same be declared 
forfeited, in an action instituted for such purpose 
at the request of said Common Council. 

That in case any portion of said railroads is not 
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ooiistracted, operated and maintained by the said 
Company within the time hereinbefore specified 
for each portion of said road, then this franchise 
and all right of said Company hereunder shall ipso 
facto lapse, cease and be deemed forfeited, any- 
thing herein contained to the contrary notmth- 
standing ; and the parties to the bond hereinbefore 
mentioned shall pay said city on demand, the sum 
of Five thousand ($6,000) Dollars, which sum is 
hereby agreed to be liquidated damages and not a 
penalty for the failure of said Company to build, 
maintain and operate the said Railroad within the 
time hereinbefore specified. 

Nineteenth. —The said Railroad Company fur- 
ther expressly agrees that as to any portion of said 
« Railroad as to which its rights and privileges under 
this contract shall have been waived or abandoned 
or shall have become void, or shall be forfeited as 
above provided, the said City, upon the failure of 
said Railroad Company to remove the tracks and 
appliances and appurtenances thereof from the 
highway or highways in which the same are laid 
or erected, and to restore said highway to its orig- 
inal condition, within thirty days after notice from 
said City authorities requiring such removal or 
restoration, may proceed as the agent of said Rail- 
road Company hereby expressly so appointed for 
the purpose to make such removal and restoration 
at the expense of said Railroad Company ; or may 
sell at public auction, after ten days' advertisement, 
the said tracks, turnouts, switches and connections 
as constructed and laid accounting to said Rail- 
road Company for the surplus of the proceeds of 
such sale, over and above any claim of the City 
and the expense of such sale. Any expenses in- 
curred upon this account shall be a charge against 
iany money deposited or any security given by said 
Railroad. 
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In case the Railroad shall cease to rati its cars 
as above provided for three successive months, 
unless hindered by circumstances over which it has 
no control, such exception, however, not to include 
financial inability or insolvency, then this consent 
and the rights given hereunder shall be void, and 
the City shall have the right to remove said Rail- 
road and restore the highways, or to sell the Rail- 
road upon the term and in the manner hereinbefore 
provided. 

Tu>e7itieth. — ^The said City of Mount Vernon 
hereby expressly reserves the right and does not 
waive any right to lay and maintain any sewer, 
water pipe and gas pipe under said tracks, roadbeds, 
turnouts, switches and connections, or any or either 
of them, or any part thereof in any of the said 
streets, roads or highways ; and if crosswalks are 
disturbed, they shall be relaid by said railroad 
company across said tracks, roadbed, turnouts, 
switches and connections and shall be properly re- 
paved and made of proper grade by the Railroad 
Company whenever so required and requested by 
the said city authorities and to its satisfaction. 

T^oenty fir St.— It is expressly understood and 
agreed, that this franchise will be and hereby is 
awarded to the. said Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company for a period of fifty (50) years from the 
date of its acceptance by said company. 

Tvoenty-second, — It is expressly understood and 
agreed that all of the conditions of this consent run 
with and bind this franchise, into whatever bands 
the same may come by succession, lease, transfer, 
merger, foreclosure or any process of law or 
equity. 

Tioentythird.—E^c)! of the cars of said Com- 
pany to be operated over the main line or any of 
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its branches within the limits of the City of Mount 
Vernonj except the open cars shall, within one 
year from the first day of December one thousand 
nine hundred, be supplied with vestibules of the 
customary construction. 

Said Company, party of the first part, agrees 
that it will use on its cars, the best and most ap- 
proved practical motors, especially those which 
cause the least noise in their operation ; and that 
it will introduce and use in the operation, repair 
and construction of its cars and in the construction 
and repair of its railways, roadbeds and other 
structures and appliances, ail improvements in the 
same which from time to tf me hereafter shall have 
been proved practicable and suitable, and which 
shall be ordered by said Common Council. 

Tuoenty-fourth, — At the expiration of this fran- 
chise, the right to consliuJc, maintain and operate 
street surface railroads by any motive power other 
than locomotive steam power or horses, along and 
upon the routes hereinbefore designated, and for 
which this franchise is given, shall be sold at pub- 
lic auction by the said City of Mount Vernon to 
the highest responsible bidder, for such a period of 
time as the Common Council, of the City of Mount 
Vernon shall fix and determine. In case any per- 
son or corporation other than the said Westchester 
Electric Railroad Company shall at said sale be- 
come the purchaser of the franchise of right to 
construct, maintain and operate said street surface 
railroads in the manner hereinbefore set forth, the 
said person or corporation shall purchase of the 
said Westchester Electric Railroad Company at a 
fair valuation to be determined by appraisal, in 
the manner hereinafter stated, the roadbed, rails 
and other property in the City of Mount Vernon, 
owned and used by said Westchester Electric Rail- 
road Company in the maintenance and operation of 
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said street surface railroad ; and the said West- 
chester Electric Railroad Company shall sell the 
same to said purchaser at said valuation. Said 
appraisal shall be made at l^ast four months prior 
to the termination of this franchise, and shall be 
made in the following; manner, namely : the said 
Westchester Electric Railroad Company and the 
Common Council of the City of Mount Vernon 
shall nominate ench a disinterested person to act 
as appraiser, and such persons shall together value 
and appraise said roadbed, rails and other prop- 
erty owned and used by said Westchester Electric 
Railroad Company in the maintenance and opera- 
tion of said street surface railroad, and shall report 
their conclusion thereon in writing vath their sig- 
natures thereto. In case said two appraisers are 
unable to agree thereon within thirty days after 
their appointment, then and in that case, they 
shall have power to choose a disinterested person 
as umpire ; and in case of their failure, within ten 
days after the expiration of said thirty days to 
agree upon an umpire, then the selection of said 
umpire shall be made by the then presiding Just- 
ice of the Supreme Court in the Judicial Dejjart- 
ment, of which the present County of Westchester 
is a part, upon application of either party Miereto, 
to be made upon two days' notice to the other. 
The said umpire shall, in like manner value and 
appraise said roadbed, rails and other property 
and the conclusion of a majority of said three per- 
sons, when committed to writing and signed by 
them shall bn taken and accepted as the fair and 
appraised value, in pursuance of the provisions of 
this franchise. 

Thoevty-flfth, — It being expressly understood and 
agreed that said Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company shall when their tracks are ^laid across 
the bridge connecting North and South Fourth Ave- 
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Hues, refloor said bridge with two inch oak 
planking laid diagonally as directed by Commis- 
sioner of Public Works ; it being further under- 
stood and agreed that the said Westchester Elec- 
tric Railroad Company shall maintain and keep 
the roadway of said Fourth Avenue bridge in good 
condition and repair during tlie life of this fran- 
chise. 

Tuoenty-sixth. — This franchise to be become bind- 
ing upon the City of Mount Vernon in case the 
Company shall within twenty days, file with the 
City Clerk its written acceptance .of the terms, ob- 
ligations and conditions thei'eof and upon such 
acceptance of this franchise shall constitute the 
contract, and shall be the measure of the rights 
and liabilities of the said City of Mount Vernon 
and said Company, its successors and assigns.

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(27) Consent of Toi^m of Eastchester, 

June 14, 1902. 

Franchise. 

Whereas the Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company has heretofore made application in writ- 
ing to the Highway Commissioner of the Town of 
Eastchester, New York, for a franchise to con- 
struct, maintain and operate an electric railway in 
said Town of Eastchester. 

Resolved that the proofs of due publication re- 
quired by law of the notice of the application of 
the Westchester Electric Railroad Company and 
of the time and place when and where such appli- 
cation will be first considered be and hereby are 
filed with the town clerk. 

i{^^oZz7^d that this resolution be duly authenti- 
cated in triplicat'e and one of such originals be 
filed with the Clerk of the County of Westchester, 
and another with the Clerk of the Town of East- 
chester, as required by law, and the other deliv- 
ered to said Railroad Company. 

Resolved that the consent of the Highway Com- 
missioner of the Town of Eastchester, being the 
local authority having control of the streets and 
highways on which it is proposed to construct and 
operate the railway as hereinafter mentioned be 
and is hereby given to the Westchester Electric 
Railroad Company, a corporation duly organized 
under the railroad laws of the State of New York, 
its successors and assigns, to construct, maintain, 
operate and use a single track surface railway by 
electricity or any motive power other than animal 
or steam, for the public use, in the conveyance of 
persons and property in cars for compensation in 
said town, and to construct, operate and use such 
tracks, switches, turnouts, poles, conduits, man- 
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holes and other constructions as the Highway Com- 
missioner may approve, and as may be necessary 
for the convenient and proper operati(m of such 
railway, throujjh, upon and along the following 
streets, avenues, highways and roads of said Town 
of Eastchester, to wit :* 

Beoinnino at the northerly line of the Village 
of Bronxville northerly along Midland Avenue to 
its intersection with the Old White Plains Road, 
thence northerly along the Old White Plains 
Road to it« intersection with the New White 
Plains Road, thence northerly along the New 
White Plains Road to the sontherly line of the 
Town of Scarsdale. 

Bkoinnfng at the int#*rsection of Midland Ave- 
nue and Main Street, thence westerly along Main 
Street to its intersection with the Tuckahoe Road, 
thence southwesterly along the Tuckahoe Road to 
the easterly line of the City of Yonkers. 

Beginning at the intersection of the New White 
Plains Road and the road leading from Parson's 
Corners to Cooper s Corners, thence easterly upon 
said Parson's Corners and Cooper's Corners Road 
to the westerly line of the City of New Rochelle, 

tracks along said route to be laid in the center 

of said roadways unless otherwise ordered by the 

Highway Commissioner in writing. 

Resolmd that this consent is given upon the con- 
ditions mentioned in these resolutions upon the 
compliance of said Company with all the provis- 
ions of the railroad law of this State, and that 
such consent does not become operative until said 
niilway company file with the Clerk of the Town 
of Eastchester the written acceptance of said Com- 
pany, properly acknowledged, duly declaring that 
the Westchester Electric Railroad Company ac- 
cepts the consent of rhe Highway Commissioner 
upon the following conditions, and that the said 
railway company agrees to observe the same, which 
consient shall be filed within thirty days from the 
date hereof. 

* The route of this Consent is covered by Statement of Sz tension 
(27a). p. 864. 
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First. — That the Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company for itself, its successors or assigns will, 
whenever ordered by the Highway Commissioner 
of the Town of Eastchester, remove, alter or change 
the tracks of the said Company, its successors or 
assigns temporarily, at the expense of said 
Company, its successors or assigns, whenever 
said Highway Commissioner may deem such 
removal, altering or changing necessary for 
the construction, building or maintaining of 
any sewer, water pipe or any other public 
improvement, and it will also give every facility 
to any individual or corporation to construct or re- 
pair any pipe or other work in the public high- 
way of said Town along or upon which tracks of 
the said Company may be laid. 

Second. —Thsii the said Westchester Electric 
Railroad Company, its successors or assigns, shall 
not have any claim against the Town of Eastchester 
or any department of said Town for damages that 
may resnlt to it by reason of the prosecution with 
proper care, of any public improvement ordered by 
the Town Board or the said Highway Commissioner 
«)f the Town of Eastchester. 

7%treZ.- The motive power for the operation of 
SHid railway shall be electricity or any other mo- 
tive power other than animal or st^am. 

^(t>?/r^A. —That the said railway company shall 
lay and maintain its or their tracks according to 
the established lines of the streets through which 
^he proposed railway is to be constructed according 
to the lines now established by the town authori- 
ties, and according to si>ecifications hereto an- 
nexed, and if the grade or line shall be at nny time 
altered or changed, then the said company, its suc- 
cessors or assigns, shall alter or change its track so 
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as to conform to the grade or line as changed, at 
its own expense. 

Fifth, — Said railway company shall rnn its cars 
daily each way over the lines constructed in said 
town, at intervals of not greater than one-half 
honr, and shall ran daily as above from 6:30 a. m. 
to 12:30 o'clock midnight, unless prevented by un- 
avoidable accidents or occurrences. 

Sixth.— "Yh^ track shall be laid in the center of 
the said roads, and in accordance with specifica- 
tions hereto annexed and made a part hereof, un- 
less otherwise ordered by the Highway Commis- 
sioner in writing. 

Seventh. — Said railway company so long as it 
shall continue to use any of its tracks, in or uiK)n 
said roads or streets above described in this con- 
sent or franchise shall pave and keep in i>ermanent 
repair, and in as good repair at least as the remain- 
ing part of the highway, that portion of said streets, 
avenues or highways between its tracks, the rails 
of its tracks, and two feet in width outside of its 
tracks under the supervision of the proi>er local 
authorities. In case of a neglect of the said Com- 
pany to make repairs after the expiration of thirty 
days' notice so to do, the Highway Commissioner of 
said Town may make the same at the exx)6nse of 
said Company, and the Highway Commissioner of 
the said Town of Eastchester hereby reserves the 
right to make such reasonable regulations and or- 
dinances as to the rate of speed, mode of use of 
tracks and removal of ice and snow as the interest 
or convenience of the public may require. 

Eighth. — If any sewer pipe or water main, or 
branch thereof, or any pipe, fire alarm wire or other 
appliance of any person or corporation occupying 
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a portion of the public highway by proper aathor- 
ity, apon, above or below the surface thereof shall 
be interfered with in the construction or operation 
of saifl railway, any change that may be necessary 
by reason thereof shall be made under the super- 
vision of the Highway Commissioner, but at the 
expense of said railway company. 

Ninth. — The switches, turnouts and poles to be 
erected shall be placed on the side of the road, 
where the Higjiway Commissioner shall approve. 
The poles to be of wood, octagonal and to be kept 
in good repair, and painted at the expense of the 
said railway company. Switches of such pattern 
shall be used as the Highway Commissioner shall 
approve. 

Tenth. — That che Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company its successors or assigns shall, in case of 
a forfeiture of this contract, or the abandonment 
of the road remove the rails, swit-ches and poles 
from the Town of Eastchester, and replace the road- 
bed in as good condition as said roadbed is in when 
the tracks are removed by said Railway Company, 
provided the said Highway Commissioner of the 
Town of Eastchester shall notify them so to do. 

Eletenth.—lhe said Railroad Company shall 
within t'en days after this consent is granted, pro- 
ceed with all due diligence to procure the necessary 
property owners' consents required by law, and 
shall begin the construction of its road within 
thirty days after said consents have been received, 
and in any event complete and operate the same 
within nine months from the time of the date of 
this consent excluding the months of December, 
January and February, and failure so to do, unless 
the time therefor is extended by the Highway 
Commissioner, shall be deemed a forfeiture of all

rights herein granted, and all said rights shall 
oease aiyl determine veithoat any proceeding at 
law or otherwise. 

Ikoelfth.— The said Company constructing and 
operating the railway under the provisions of this 
consent shall charge any person over four years of 
age five cents and no more for one continuous ride 
from any point in the Town of Eastchester to any 
point in the cities of New Rochelle, Mount Vernon 
and Yonkers, and the Village of White Plains, in 
either direction over and upon any line owned, 
operated or controlled by the said Westchester 
Electric Railroad Company, its successors or as- 
signs. 

Thirteenth, — Said Company shall use cars of the 
same kind or better than those now in use on that 
part of its railway now in operation, and the elec- 
trical system shall be so constructed and used as 
not to interfere with, affect or injure the sewer 
pipes, water mains or public works in the Town of 
Eastchester, and the said railway company shall 
be liable for any injury or damage by any of its 
currents or appliances to the corporation or indi- 
viduals injured thereby. Passenger cars of said 
Company to be properly heated, lighted, and kept 
in good sanitary condition. 

Fourteenth, — Said Company shall indemnify and 
hold harmless the Town of Eastchester from any 
and all damages that may result to persons or prop- 
erty by reason of or during the construction of, 
building, operating or maintaining said railroad by 
reason of the negligence of the said railway com- 
pany, its servants or agents, or by reason of the 
occupancy of the said streets. This provision be- 
ing intended to protect the Town of Eastchester 
and the Highway Commissioner thereof from any 
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and all liabilities by reason of the said railway 
company's occupancy of the highways of the said 
town, for which there shall be legal liabilities. 
For the purpose of more effectually carrying out 
this provision, the said railway company shall prior 
to the commencement of the building of said road 
execute and deliver to the said Town of Eastches- 
ter a surety company bond in the sum of Five 
thousand (5000) dollars to be approved by the 
Highway Commissioner of the said Town of East- 
Chester ; that the said Company will indemnify and 
hold harmless the Town of Eastchester from any 
and all damage that may result to persons or prop- 
erty by reason of or during the construction and 
building of said railway ; and further conditioned 
that the said Company shall lay its tracks within 
the time specified herein, and do all paving herein 
required in the construction and complete equip- 
ment and operating of its road in said town, pro- 
vided, however, that there shall be no liability on 
said bond for failure to construct and operate said 
railroad within the time limited, if said railroad 
company shall have made diligent and proper ef- 
fort to obtain the necessary consent of property 
owners, either from them, or the consent of the 
Court as provided in the railroad law of the State 
of New York. 

Fifteenth.— 1t\ setting of all poles the said rail- 
way company shall replace all flagstones, cracked 
and broken by it, and all pavement or sidewalk 
and repair all damages done and all such work 
shall be done neatly and in a workmanlike man- 
ner. The cars of said company shall have the 
right of way over said tracks, and all persons and 
vehicles shall give way at proper signals. The 
cars of said company when crossing int^ersecting 
streets shall be obliged to stop only at the farther 
crossing. 
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Sixteenth.— Th^t the motorman and condactors 
of said company shall have the right to forcibly 
eject from the company's cars any person or per- 
sons who refuse to pay their fare, or who are in- 
toxicated, disorderly or obnoxious to the traveling 
public. 

SenenteerUh. — Whenever the Town of Eastches- 
ter or the Highway Commissioner thereof shall de- 
termine to grade, regrade, regulate, re-regulate, 
pave or repave any of the streets of the Town of 
Eastchester, (»r a portion or portions of such 
streets as are occupied by the tracks of the said 
railway company, the said company shall grade, 
re-grade, regulate, pave or re-pave the streets be- 
tween the tracks, the rails of the tracks, and two 
feet in width outside of its tracks in the same man- 
ner and with the same material as the said Town 
of Eastchester shall grade, regrade, regulate, re- 
regulate, macadam, telfordize, pave, or re-pave the 
balance of said streets, and in case the said com- 
pany shall not do the same within a time and upon 
such notice as mtiy be given by the Highway Com- 
missioner of said Town of Eastchester, then the 
said Town may, or the Highway Commissioner 
thereof may do the said work and the cost and ex- 
pense thereof may be due to it from the said Com- 
pany, and the said company hereby promises and 
agrees to pay the same to the said Town of East- 
chester. Whenever the said Town of Eastchester 
or the Highway Commissioner thereof shall repair 
the bridge over the Bronx River its proi>ortionate 
share, not exceeding one third of the actual ex- 
pense thereof chargeable to the Town of Eastches- 
ter shall be paid by the said Railroad Company 
upon demand of the said Highway Commissioner. 

Eighteenth,— ThQ %^\dL railway company shall at 
the same time it shall tile its acceptance of this 
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franchise with the Clerk of the Town of Eastches 
ter execute and deliver to the Town of Eastchester 
a surety company bond, to be approved by the 
Highway Commissioner of the said Town, in the 
sum of Two thousand five hundred (2500) dollars, 
conditioned that the said Company shall at all 
times pave, and keep in permanent repair the por- 
tion of said streets, avenues or highways or public 
places in the Town of Eastchester, between its 
tracks and the rails of its tracks and two feet in 
width outside of its tracks, of the same material 
as the remainder of the said street or avenue or 
public place is constructed, and shall, whenever the 
Highway Commissioner shall determine to grade, 
regrade, regulate, re-regulate, macadamize, telford- 
ize, pave or repave any of the said street or streets 
of the Town of Eastchester, a portion or portions 
of which street or streets are occupied by the 
tracks of the said company, that the said company 
shall grade, regrade, regulate, re regulate, macad- 
amize, telfordize, pave or repave the portion of the 
street between the tracks, the rails of its tracks 
and two feet in width outside of its tracks in the 
same manner and with the same material as the 
said Town of Eastchester shall grade, regrade, 
re-regulate, macadamize, telfordize, pave or repave 
the balance of said streets, and that the said com- 
pany shall hold the said Town of Eastchester or 
the Highway Commissioner thereof harmless from 
any and all damage that may occur to persons or 
pro|)erty by reason of the construction, building, 
and operating of the said railway, and the said 
company shall indemnify the said town from any 
cost or expense that the said Town of Eastchester 
may be put to by the failure of the said company 
to perform the aforesaid acts on it^g part to be per- 
formed. 

Nineteenth, — This consent or franchise is 
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granted to the said company for the term of fifty 
years. 

Twentieth. — The Highway Commissioner of the 
town reserves the right to stop running the cars 
for all parades, and at the time of fires in said 
town, provided he deems it necessary so to do. 

Twenty-first. — Wherever tlie tracks of the said 
railroad company cross the entrance to any private 
or public property, a suitable crossing shall be 
made by the said railway company over the tracks 
of the said railway company, of such material and 
in such manner as the Highway Commissioner 
may direct. The intention of this being, that if 
by reason of the construction of said railway any 
private entrance is altered or changed, the said 
Company shall put it in equally as good condition 
as it was at the time of the said construction, said 
work to be done to the entire satisfaction of the 
Highway Commissioner. 

Twenty-second. — The Highway Commissioner of 
the said Town hereby agrees not to grant a consent 
over any of the streets above mentioned to any 
other street surface railway company prior to the 
time above mentioned when the Westchester Elec- 
tric Railroad Company will have its road in opera- 
tion. 

TSoenty 'third,— The 9^\A Railroad Company will 
annually pay to the Supervisor, in the month of 
January, the sum of Two hundred (20()) dollars 
during the life of this consent towards the expense 
ot sprinkling the streets upon which its rails shall 
be laid by virtue of this consent. 

Twenty -fourth.— The said railway company shall 
pay to said town a portion of three per cent, of 
the gross receipts of the entire length of its lines. 
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in proportion to the length of its mileage mthm 
the said town as compared with the total mileage 
each year after the expiration of twenty-five years. 
On the 10th day of July, 1927, and annually 
thereafter the President and Treasurer of the said 
Westchester Electric Railroad Company shall 
make and file with the Supervisor of the Town of 
Eastchester a report of the gross amount of its re- 
ceipts for the year then ending, and shall at all 
times keep correct books of accounts which shall 
be open to the inspection of the said Supervisor 
or his duly authorized representative, for the pur- 
I)08e of correctly ascertaining the gross receipts of 
said company. 

7\Dentp-Jl/tk.— The oaiA Railroad Company shall 
at its own proper cost and expense within nine 
months from the date of this consent, excluding 
the months of December, January and February, 
and under the direction of the Commissioner of 
Highways, widen the telford roadway for a width 
of two feet on each side thereof on Midland Ave- 
nue,' the Tuckahoe Road and the White Plains 
Road, from the intersection of the New and the 
Old White Plains Road to the southerly line of 
the Town of Searsdale, and Parson's Corners Road 
to Cooper's Comers according to specifications 
hereto annexed and made a part hereof. 

Twenty -sixth, — The said railroad company shall 
at its own proper cost and expense build gutters of 
native stone laid in sand three feet in width along 
both sides of the White Plains Road, after it has 
been widened as hereinbefore provided, from the 
Old White Plains Road at Fisher's Corners north- 
erly to the southerly line of the Town of Searsdale 
and along both sides of Midland Avenue after it 
has been widened as hereinbefore provided from 
Main Street southerly to the northerly line of the 
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Village of Bronxnlle according to specifications 
hereto annexed and made a part hereof. Provided, 
however, that in case the Highway Commissioner 
directs the railroad to be constracted upon the side 
of the road in any section covered by this fran- 
chise, that in said sections the railroad company 
shall not be req aired to widen the macadam road- 
way« except on one side, or constrnct gutters ex- 
cept on one side, and shall grade for its roadway 
to the established grade of the road on the other 
side. 

Thoentt/sevenih.—The said Railroad Company 
shall at its own proper cost and expense pave with 
brick pavement between its rails Midland Avenue 
from southerly line of West Highland Avenue to 
Main Street, Main Street from Midland Avenue to 
the easterly line of Midland Place, Main Street 
from Cameron Place to Breckenridge Street, and 
Main Street to Tuckahoe Road, beginning at the 
Harlem Railroad. 

ThoerUp-eighth. ^FoT the proper performance of 
the conditions of this consent and the construction 
of the lines of the said Railroad Company, an In- 
8X)ector duly qualified, shall be appointed by the 
Commissioner of Highways who shall receive as 
compensation for his services as said Inspector the 
sum of three dollars per day, during the construc- 
tion of said work, for each working day, and when 
said work is in actual progress said comx>ensation 
to be paid by the Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company upon the certificate of the Commissioner 
of Highways. 

This consent and its acceptance when filed shall 
constitute the contract, and become the measure 
of the rights and liabilities of the parties hereto.

with the Boston Turnpike, southerly through and 
along Pelhamdale avenue to the bridge of the 
Harlem River Branch of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railrpad Company. 

From said bridge of the Harlem River Branch of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, 
through and along Pelhamdale avenue to the Shore 
Road ; and thence easterly through and along the 
Shore Road to the boundary line of the Village of 
New Rochelle. 

Beginning at the northerly end of Mechanic street, 
running thence in a southerly direction upon ana 
ahmg the surface of said Mechanic street to its 
intersection with Huguenot street ; also beginning 
at the intersection of Huguenot street and Centre 
avenue, running thence in a westerly direction upon 
and along the surface of said Huguenot street to its 
intersection with Main street ; thence along said 
Main street to the Boston Post Road, and thence 
along said Boston Post Road in a westerly direction 
to the boundary line between the Village of New 
Rochelle and the Village of Pelham Manor. 

Also beginning at the intersection of Drake ave- 
nue and Main street ; running thence in a southerly 
direction u|)on and along the surface of said Drake 
avenue to its intersection with Pelham Road or 
Cedar Road. 

Also beginning at the intersection of North street 
and Huguenot street; running thence in a northerly 
direction upon and along the surface of said North 
street to the northerly boundary line of the Village 
of New Rochelle. 

Also beginning at the intersection of Main street 
and Franklin avenue ; running thence in an easterly 
direction upon and along the surface of said Main 
street to the westerly line of the Town of Mamaro- 
neck. 

Also beginning at a point on the Shore Road at 
the boundary line between the Village of Pelham 
Manor and New Rochelle ; running thence upon 
and along the surface of said Shore Road to a point 
near Travers Island. 
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On Winyah avenue from North street to the 
westerly boundary line of the VilLage of New 
Rochelle. 

Beginning at a point on North street at its inter- 
section with the north line of the former Village of 
New Rochelle ; thence northerly through, upon 
and along Norih street to Cooper's Corners ; thence 
westerly through, upon and along the road leading 
from Cooper's Corners to Parson's Corners in the 
Town of Eastchester to the easterly boundary of 
the Town of Eastchester. 

Beginning at the division line between the City 
of New Rochelle and the Town of Mamaroneck on 
the Boston Post Road ; running r hence along the 
Boston Post Road to the division line between the 
Town of Mamaroneck and the Village of Larch- 
mont. 

Beginning at the point on the northerly line of 
the City of Mount Vernon, on the property of 
Prank R. Chambers, Esq.; thence running north- 
westerly upon and along private property to Mid- 
land avenue ; thence northerly through, upon and 
along Midland avenue to the northerly line of the 
Village of Bronxville. 

Bei^inning at the northerly line of the Village of 
Bronxville, northerly alon^ Midland avenue to its 
intersection with the Old White Plains Road ; 
thence northerly along the Old White Plains Road 
to its intersection with the New White Plains Road ; 
thence northerly along the New White Plains Road 
to the southerly line of the Town of Scarsdale. 

Beginning at the intersection of Midland avenue 
and Main street ; thence westerly along Main street 
to its intersection with the Tuckahoe Road ; thence 
southwesterly along the Tuckahoe Road to the 
easterly line of the City of Yonkors. 

Beginning at the intersection of the New White 
Plains Road and the road leading from Parson's 
Corners to Cooper's Corners; thence east-erly upon 
said Parson's Corners and Cooper's Corners Road 
to the westerly line of the City of New Rochelle. 

Commencing at, or near tlie depot of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, 
in the Village and Town of New Rochelle, and 
thence running through the said Village of New 
Rochelle oia Depot Place to Washington avenue ; 
thence through and over Washington avenue to 
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North street ; thence along North Street over Rail- 
road Bridge to and across Huguenot street to Rose 
street ; thence along Rose street to Main street ; 
thence along Main street to Centre avenue. And. a 
branch line from North street, near Railroad Bridge 
in the said Village of New Rochelle via North 
street to Coligny avenue. And a branch line from 
the intersection of Rose and Main streets via Main 
street to Franklin avenue ; thence over and along 
Franklin avenue to and across Cedar Road to 
Private way, or roadway ; thence over and along 
said roadway and way to Hudson Park. 

Commencing at a point near the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company's tracks, 
near the railroad depot at New Rochelle, and ninning 
northerly to Washington avenue (sometimes called 
Railroad avenue) ; thence along said Washington 
avenue (sometimes called Railroad avenue) easterly 
to North street ; thence along said North street in 
a southerly direction to Huguenot street ; thence 
across Huguenot street in an easterly direction to 
Rose street ; thence along Rose stieet in a south- 
easterly direction to Main street ; thence along 
Main street in a westerly direction to Centre ave- 
nue ; thence along Centre avenue in a southeasterly 
direction to Pel ham Road ; thence along said Pel- 
ham Road in a southwesterly direction to the road 
or highway leading to Moses' Island and Neptune 
House ; thence along said road or highway leading 
to Moses' Island and tie Neptune House in a 
southerly direction to Steamboat Dock and Glen 
Island Landing. 

With a branch commencing at a point on Main 
street opposite Centre avenue, and running in a 
westerly direction along Main street to Drake ave- 
nue ; thence along Drake avenue in a southeasterly 
direction to Pelham, to the tracks on Pelham Roiid 
as aforesaid. 

Also, a branch commencing at a point on Main 
street oi)posite Lawton street, and running in a 
northwesterly direction along Lkiwton street to 
Huguenot street ; thence along Huguenot jstreet in 
a northeasterly direction to a point on Huguenot 
street opposite the Rose street to the tracks on 
Huguenot street aforesaid 

From the Depot grounds of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, oia Union 
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avenae extension and Union a venae to Charles 
street ; thence along Charles street to Wasliinffton 
avenne ; thence along Washington avenue to Web- 
ster avenne ; thence along VVebster avenue and 
across Winyah avenue, to a point on Websrer ave- 
nue about four hundred feet distant from said 
crossing of Winyah avenue, being the northerly 
corporation limits at that point. Also a branch 
commencing at the intersection of Union avenae 
with Division street, so called ; thence along Union 
avenue, or Division street, so called, to Huguenot 
street; thence along Huguenot street to Centre 
avenue ; thence along Centre avenue to the tracks 
on Centre avenue at the corner of Main street afore- 
said. 

On Huguenot street from Rose street to Division 
street, 

and a hearing having been given on said ap- 
plication in the City of Albany, on February 18, 
1903, W. H. Page, Jr., appearing for the applicant; 
and this Board being familiar with the general 
operation of the overhead single electrical trolley 
system of motive power in the operation of street 
surface railroads, it is 

Okdrred, that said application be, and it is 
hereby granted, and the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners hereby extends said approval contained in 
said order dated April 19th, 1893, which granted 
the said railway the right to operate by the overhead 
single electrical trolley system of motive power and 
hereby approves of the operation by the overhead 
single electrical trolley system of motive power of 
the railway of said company upon the streets, ave- 
nues, roads and highways set forth above, with the 
following conditicms, which are hereby made a part 
of this approval : 

First. — This application is granted and accepted 
subject to the lawful regulations of the local 
authorities, and subject to such further regulation, 
as to speed or otherwise, by this Board, as may 
hereafter seem tit and proper. 
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Second. — The poles from which the wires are to 
be suspended shall be of sach a constraction and 
height as to conform to the requirements of the 
local authorities. 

Third. — No motor car shall be run with less than 
two men to operate it. 

Foy/rth. — The company shall take all reasonable 
and proi)er means to prevent the currents from its 
wires, through leakage, induction or otherwise, 
from interfering with the currents upon the wires 
of other companies, whether telegraph, telephone 
or other wires ; but this provision is not intended 
to require that said company shall construct a 
double circuit. 

F%fth.—'StYery motor car shall be equipped with 
gates on both ends, which on double track shall be 
closed on the side next to the adjoining track. No 
person (except an instructor, when necessary) shall 
be allowed to ride on the platform with the motor- 
man on any electric car. 

Sixth.— On all open cars on double track there 
shall be attached a guard-rail or device on the side 
of the car next to the adjoining track, running the 
entire length of the car, to prevent passengers 
entering or leaving the car on that side ; this guard- 
rail or device to be of such a nature that it may be 
transferred from one side to' the other.

Whereas, by a resolution of this Common 
Council bearing date the 3rd day of March, 1903, 
allowing the Westchester Electric Railroad to ex- 
tend their double ti-ack^along First Street to Second 
Avenue upon condition that a new waiting room be 
furnished for the accommodation of the public, in 
complete order, before the resolution become opera- 
tive, it is hereby 

Hesoloed^ that said resolution be and the same is 
hereby amended, so as to read as follows : 

Resolved^ that permission is hereby granted to 
the Westchester Electric Railroad Company to ex- 
tend their present double track along* First Street 
to Second Avenue, to the west side thereof, upon 
the condition that a new waiting room be furnished 
for the accommodation of the public, conveniently 
located and in keeping with the needs of the City, 
said waiting room to be fully furnished and com- 
pleted, and the said tracks extended as herein pro- 
vided, within 90 days from the date this resolution 
is adopted, the work on the building and the ex- 
tension of the tracks to be started simultaneously, 
otherwise this resolution to be of no force or eflfect.
